The  district  enjoyp.  a  good  sewerage,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  three  farms,  which  have  septic  tanks.  It  is  likely 
that  one  of  these  will  become  disused,  owing  to  building 
operations  rendering  the  farm  obsolete. 
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The  extension  of  two  lengths  of  sewer  took  place  in 
the  Brier  Dene  Estate.  These  extensions  were  made  to  serve 
the  development  in  G-orsedene  Road  and  Hastings  Avenue0 

Sane  trouble  was  experienced  outside  the  area  in 
Cullercoats  from  a  sewer  outfall,  which  discharges  at  the 
South  side  of  Norma  Crescent,  of  which  we  are  joint  users0 
Steps  were  being  taken  by  the  adjoining  County  Borough  to 
remedy  this  state  of  affairs. 

The  new  outfall  at  St.  Mary 5  s  Island  was  extended 
to  discharge  into  deeper  water  and  was  completed  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  pollution  from  the  outfalls 
during  the  year*  The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  inspected 
these  at  varying  intervals  during  the  year,  where  pollution 
might  take  place  owing  to  the  changing  currents  and  winds.

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Anthrax. 

No  cases  of  Anthrax  occurred  during  the  year. 

Three  sheep  were  examined  by  a  Veterinary  Surgeon 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  on  request  from 
the  Police  after  notification  from  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  results  in  all  cases  were  negative  and  the  sheep  were  buried 
at  the  refuse  disposal  site  with  the  usual  precautionary  methods. 

Typhoid  Fever.

Aldermen  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  of  the  Borough 
of  Whitley  Bay. 

Mr.,  Chairman ,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  circulars  42/51  and  28/54  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  1  am  privileged  to  present  for  your  perusal 
ray  Annual  Report  on  the  duties  in  the  various  services,  re- 
la  ting  to  Sanitary  Engineering,  Pood,  Meat,  Milk  and  other 
multifarious  services  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Officers. 

Tine  period  covered  is  from  January  to  December,  1954, 
with  the  exception  of  the  costing  and  statistical  records, 
which  cover  the  financial  year  1  st  April,  1  954  to  31  st  March, 

1955. 

The  safeguarding  of  the  public  health  of  the  residents 
and  visitors  alike  is  a  major  business. 

The  abatement  of  nuisances,  which  was  a  primary  op¬ 
eration,  has  become  in  the  main  an  insignificant  part  of  the 
work  of  the  Sanitary  Officers. 

The  yearns  work,  which  is  set  out  under  the  various 
headings,  has  seen  many  changes  in  services,  such  as  the  decontrol 
of  meat  and  the  return  to  private  trading,  and  the  introduction 
of  Slaughter  Regulations*  The  Interdepartmental  Committee  have 
given  their  interim  report  _  on  the  Slaughterhouse  question*  The 
controversial  new  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  was  passed  and  will  come 
into  force  at  .a  later  date*  The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act, 
1954,  -and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  with  their  various  amend¬ 
ments  to  the  existing  law,  have  altered  a  good  deal  of  the 

procedure  which  had  been  in  force  for  some  time* 

*  * 

A  number  of  reports  were  submitted  on  the  Public 
Abattoir,  also  the  procedure  and  changes  in  other  premises* 

Slum  Clearance  was  pursued  again  with  some  vigour. 
Reports  were  submitted  in  relation  to  The  Fold  areas  and  full 
detailed  surreys  were  made  and  maps  were  awaited  from  the  Borough 
Engineer  at  the  end  of  1  954c  Reports  were  drafted  also  of  the 
houses  likely  to  fall  into  the  various  stages  of  Slum  Clearance, 
including  individual  unfit  houses,  and  these  were  submitted  to 
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the  appropriate  authority. 

Further  ^irprcrvements  to  hotels  and  cafes  in  respect 
of  sanitary  fittings  and  hot  and  cold  water  systems  were 
effected. 


The  highest  standard  of  work  was  enforced  in 
connection  with  housing*  sanitary  defects  and  food  premises 
of  all  descriptions. 


STAFF 

There  were  changes  in  the  Inspectorial  staff.  Mr. 

R.  Peel  obtained  a  more  lucrative  position  with  the  Willenhall 
Urban  District  Council*  Staffordshire.  He  had  passed  through 
the  offices  from  a  junior. 

Mr  a  No  Hunter*  the  Senior  Clerk*  qualified  as  a 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy. 

The  Junior  Clerk  left  to  do  his  National  Service 
in  the  Navy.  It  was  decided  not  to  engage  another  Junior, 
but  a  temporary  employe©  was  engaged  to  carry  out  the  duties 
of  Senior  and  Junior  Clerks. 

PUBLIC  CLSANSlNG-o 

This  is  one  of  the  major  services  of  the  Borough 
Council*  although  because  of  its  mjndane  character,  it  does  not 
receive  the  prominence  of  some  of  the  more  attractive  types. 
However*  this  service  is  regarded  by  the  Ratepayers  as  being  a 
direct  contact  between  the  Department  and  themselves. 

There  ax©  regular  periods  for  the  removal  of  refuse 
from  the  various  streets  and  I  make  a  personal  check  each  night. 
Only  during  Bank  Holiday  periods  is  there  any  dislocation. 

The  Ministry  Costing  Return  was  introduced  in  1 953. 
This  enables  the  Official  to  compare  his  figures  and  costs  with 
other  towns. 

During  the  year,  the  removal  of  refuse  was  carried 
out  by  five  vehicles*  including  a  gully  emptier/refuse  collector 
dual  purpose  machine. 

Special  costing  systems  are  in  operation,  which  give 
the  weight  lifted  per  man  per  day  from  the  various  types  of 
houses*  in  addition  to  the  number  of  bins  lifted  per  man  per 
day*  the  cost  of  labour  and  transport  charges.  Despite  the 
addition  of  many  new  houses*  no  new  employees  were  engaged  on 
the  Refuse  Collection  staff a 
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The  standard  of  efficiency  is  kept  up  to  the 
highest  degree  and,  if  1  may  say  so,  this  is  shown  by  our 
costs,  which  are  lower  than  most  Authorities ,  despite  the 
increases  over  which  the  Corporation  has  no  control,  owing 
to  the  ever  rising  costs. 

The  few  conplaints  the  Department  received  were  due 
to  doors  not  being  unlocked  and  the  early  cleansing  at  holiday 
periods* 


It  is  hoped  new  Byelaws  igLil  be  introduced  after 
twelve  months  of  Borough  status*  New  Byelaws  will  cover  a 
good  deal  more  of  the  everyday  problems  which  occur  in  the 
cleansing  services® 

Refuse  Collect ion® 

This  service  is  given  to  the  residents  once  per  week, 
and  large  Hotels ,  Qafes  and  large  shops,  three  to  four  times 
per  week*  Constant  supervision  is  given  to  the  timing  of  the 
vehicles  at  the  disposal  point® 

A  regular  daily  check  is  given  to  the  removal  of  shop 
refuse ,  so  that  any  surplus  refuse  is  charged  for  at  the  rates 
agreed  by  the  Corporation®  An  increase  in  revenue  from  this 
source  has  been  obtained®  This  also  applies  to  the  amount  of 
surplus  material  which  does  not  cam  into  the  category  of  house 
or  shop  refuse. 

The  Lower  Central  Promenade  is  a  11  time  waster”  as 
regards  the  removal  of  refuse. 

The  rear  loading  vehicles  are  proving  much  more  satis-* 
factory  from  a  dustless  point  of  view  than  the  side  loaders® 

The  Dustbin  Scheme. 

The  provision  ©f  ashbins  of  the  B.S.S.  792  type,  2 
and  cubic  feet.,  has  proved  to  be  a  source  of  satisfaction  to 
the  residents®  It  is  surprising  how  many  prefer  the  2  cubic 

feet  type  now®  Due  to  some  foresight,  we  were  able  to  obtain 

our  stock  of  bins  before  the  price  increased®

The  total  number  of  bins  supplied  to  Council  houses 
was  26  and  the  number  of  bins  sold  to  Shopkeepers  and  residents 

wishing  to  have  extra  ashbins  was  $60 
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The  number  of  barrels  and  large  unwieldy  containers 
are  being  reduced  gradually. 

The  amount  of  refuse  removed  from  all  premises  was 
11 9  050  tons  from  Whitley  Bay  and  .584-  tons  from  Seaton  Sluice 
and  Old  Hartley  areas.  This  was  an  increase  of  289  tons  over 
1955  and  1954/ 

The  yield  of  refuse  is  set  out  under  the  various 
headings  in  the  appended  table* 


This  has  been  briefly  mentioned  in  the  previous  paragraph 
Sufficient  to  say  that  this  type  of  refuse  slows  up  the  loading 
considerably  and  the  loaders  are  reduced  to  two  in  this  class 
of  collection. 

It  was  necessary  to  make  additional  collections  of 
refuse  from  the  large  hotels  and  cafes  on  Sundays  during  the 
July  period ?  to  prevent  congestion  in  the  premises*  It  was 
necessary  also  to  clean,  the  beach  stalls  and  cafes  owned  by 
the  Corporation* 
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Disposal  of  Town’s  Refuse. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  can  be  a  very  costly  item  in 
the  budget  of  any  Local  Authority.  The  high  cost  of  operating 
a  disposal  plant  is  a  great  burden  to  many  Authorities  who  have 
no  disposal  sites  for  reclamation  of  land. 

The  tipping  of  the  Borough  refuse  is  carried  out  at 
the  Brier  Dene  site,  with  the  exception  of  approximately  twelve 
tons  per  week,  which  is  dealt  with  at  Seaton  Sluice  on  con- 
trolled  lines* 

The  amount  of  tipping  space  at  Brier  Den©  is  extremely 
limited  and  an  extension  to  the  present  site  is  desirable,  in 
fact,  we  are  waiting  for  the  Borough  Engineer  to  submit  his 
price* 

The  sealing  of  the  tip  is  done  by  the  use  of  black 
ash*  Three  men  were  engaged  on  this  project  during  the  year* 

I  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Committee  once 
again  to  the  need  for  laying  down  same  tarmacadam  tracks , 

which  could  be  done  in  stages,  to  save  the  annual  cost  of  re¬ 
pairing  this  road*  This  particular  road  is  going  to  be  used 
for  a  considerable  time  and  it  would  be  a  profitable  investment 
to  carry  out  this  work* 

The  total  amount  of  refuse  disposed  of  was  11,306 
tons  at  the  Brier  Dene  Tip  and  584  tons  at  the  Seaton  Sluice 
Tip,  in  addition  to  25  tons  of  trade  refuse  brought  in  by  Shop¬ 
keepers  and  850  tons  of  debris  brought  in  by  Haulage  Contractors* 

Constant  supervision  is  maintained  to  prevent  the 
fences  being  festooned  with  paper,  and  regular  instructions  are 
issued  to  the  Foremen, 

0 

Utilisation  of  Refuse 0 

The  recovery  of  all  marketable  residuals  was  made 
during  the  ye ar0  I  was  able  to  obtain  an  increased  price  for 

mixed  rags  and  woollens 0  Many  Authorities  relinquished  their 
refuse  and  salvage  schemes  and  decided  not  to  handle  salvage 
in  any  form*  We  received  quite  a  number  of  requests  to  move 
salvage  from  other  areas* 

I  also  made  representations  to  our  buyers  of  waste 
paper  and  I  was  able  to  obtain  an  increase  of  £1 .  per  ton  for 

mixed  waste. 

The  segregation  of  all  cardboard  and  newspaper  is 
being  pursued  and  extra  revenue  is  being  produced  at  £9*  per 
ton.  Revenue  is  obtained  also  by  the  segregation  of  ash  bins,

Two  graphs  are  included  in  this  report,  the  first 
being  the  Salvage  Chart  and  the  other  the  Costs  Graph*  These 
graphs  show  that  a  good  contribution  is  being  made  to  the  rates. 

Transport* 


In  addition  to  frequent  maintenance 9  the  cleanliness 
of  the  vehicles  and  their  appearance  are  an  essential  part  of 
this  service. 

The  Bedford  machine  is  used  for  the  removal  of  manure 
from  the  Abattoir  and  the  disposal  of  same  to  allotment  holders. 
This  vehicle  has  a  f  our-whee led  drive  which  enables  it  to 
negotiate  the  side  lanes  on  the  allotment  site. 

Mileage  and  log  charts  are  placed  in  each  vehicle 
and  a  constant  check  is  kept  on  petrol,  oil,  tyre  mileage,  and 
a  regular  greasing  and  oil  changing  programme  is  carried  out. 

The  8*taskM  33TB tern  of  maintenance  is  insisted  upon. 

The  Corporation  agreed  to  the  erection  of  a  new  depot 
and  garage  and  I  hope  the  Borough  Engineer  will  expedite  the 
completion  of  this  building,  which  will  enable  us  to. remove 
from  damp  surroundings  and  insufficient  accommodation  to  carry 
out  large  repairs  without  placing  vehicles  outside* 

Street  Cleansing. 

The  adoption  of  the  ‘'gang**  sweeping  system  commenced 
in  1953  with  one  Electric  Orderly  vehicle*  This  was  extended 
5  during  the  year  and  another  Electric  Orderly  was  purchased  to 
cover  the  area  from  Marine  Avenue  to  the  Cemetery,  and  the 
•streets  were  graded  for  the  number  of  times  swept  per  week* 

One  man  left  the  service  and  was  not  replaced,  re¬ 
sulting  in  a  saving  of  over  <£6.  per  week.  The  other  barrow 
men  were  reorganised  into  different  areas,  with  an  extension 
of  one  in  the  Central  area.  I  was  able  also  to  transfer  one 
sweeper  to  the  Baling  shed  to  replace  a  member  of  the  paper 
baling  staff,  who  was  away  from  duty  seriously  ill* 

The  extension  of  the  use  of  this  type  of  barrow  will 
cause  further  reduction  in  the  costs.  Mileometeps  and  recorders 
are  fitted  for  checking  purposes. 

During  the  Scottish  week  and  up  to  the  second  week  in 
August,  the  Department  had  to  deal  with  large  quantities  of 
litter  and  debris  left  by  the  day  trippers*  In  addition,  the 
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town  was  full  to  capacity  with  weekly  visitors.  No  prosecutions 
were  taken  regarding  litter  dropping,  but  1  am  pleased  to  report 
that  the  Police  took  severe  action  against  some  persons  for 
breaking  and  leaving  glass  on  the  street. 

Special  preparations  were  made  for  the  visit  of  Her 
Royal  Highness  The  Princess  Royal  on  Charter  Day,  in  connection 
with  the  cleansing  of  the  route.  Again,  on  the  occasion  of 
the  visit  of  Her  Majesty,  Queen  Elizabeth  II  and  His  Royal 
Highness ,  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh,  your  staff  and  supervisors 
acquitted  themselves  with  credit  in  regard  to  the  cleanliness 
of  the  town. 

Unfortunately,  the  standard  of  labour1  we  are  able  to 
secure  for  this  work  is  well  below  the  average  of  previous  years, 
and  it  is  only  by  constant  supervision 9  coupled  with  mechanisation, 
that  the  high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  our  area  can  be  main¬ 
tained* 


The  fouling  of  footpaths  by  dogs  is  increasing,, 
Protective  Clothing0 

The  provision  of  overalls  and  moleskin  jackets  for  the 
outside  staff  was  made  and  the  introduction  of  the  peaked  caps 
instead  of  berets  was  a  success  and  they  give  much  longer  life. 
Overalls  are  made  to  last  eighteen  months  instead  of  twelve  and 
one  set  of  old  overalls  are  allowed  to  be  retained  for  patching 
purposes.

The  scouring  of  the  streets  and  channels  with  diluted 
disinfectant  was  carried  out  during  the  Summer  period.  On 
Sunday  mornings,  the  main  promenade  and  main  thoroughfares  were 
washed,  which  eliminated  the  dog  filth  and  other  debris  by 
washing  down  the  gullies* 

Many  complimentary  remarks  were  passed  by  the  visitors 
about  this  service 9  which,  incidentally,  saves  labour  costs,  as 
the  vehicle  on  test  and  costing  does  the  work  of  four  sweepers 0 

The  total  expenditure  was  £50*  4o  0,  and  2240j7Q  gallons 
of  diluted  disinfectant  ms  spread* 

Gully  Emptying. 

The  cleansing  of  the  gullies  in  the  area  was  not 
attended  to  quite  so  frequently,  owing  to  their  being  disinfected 
by  the  street  washer* 
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The  tar  spraying  operations  with  cold  spray  caused 
the  gully  tops,  in  a  number  of  instances ,  to  he  sealed  up  at 
the  joints*  resulting  in  difficulty  in  raising  them,, 

The  total  number  of  gullies  cleansed  by  mechanical 
operation  was  1  <,470  and  the  total  cleansed  by  hand  was  382.

The  Treatment  of  Icy  Hoads0 

The  treatment  of  icy  roads  *  especially  the  main 
arteries  for  bus  and  heavy  transport  *  must  p  of  necessity, 
receive  immediate  action*  also  the  easy  movement  of  food 
vehicles  and  other  transport  in  and  out  of  the  town*  and  the 
movement  of  pedestrian  traffic  is  a  hazard  which  requires 
speedy  act  lorn 

The  contact  with  the  Meteorogical  Office  and  their 
reports  are  of  sound  assistance ,  also  the  liaison  with  the 
Police* 


Waggons*  with  gritters  attached *  are  used  to  enable 
the  roads  to  be  treated  quickly.  Salt  is  mixed  with  grit 
for  treatment  of  the  roads ,  to  facilitate  the  movement  of 
traffic.  Hand  filling  of  grit  takes  too  long*  and  a  loader 
fitted  with  a  belt  from^^X^h^^r^wouIS^iave^valuiEleT’^Sr”' 
All  bunkers  and  depots  are  supplied  with  sand.

Only  a  small  amount  of  the  above  totals  -were  needed 
prior  to  31st  December *  1  954 9  but  from  the  month  of  January, 
1955  and  onwards,  great  activity  was  necessary*, 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  between  2nd  January;, 

1 955  and  21  st  March*  1 955  9  there  were  only  eighteen  days  free 
of  frost. 

Snow1  Removals 

The  first  fall  of  snow  was  on  10th  January*  1955? 
culminating  in  a  bli^mrd  which  hit  the  town  on  Saturday 
afternoon*  15th  January*  1  953*  It  was  necessary  to  arrange 
for  staff  to  be  called  out  at  6o0  p^m*  to  keep  traffic  moving 
and  on  the  Sunday*  th©  David  Brown  Snow  Plough  was  put  into 
action  to  open  out  the  main  roads*  and  the  Bedford  four-wheel 
drive  vehicle  was  brought  into  use. 

The  footpaths  attached  to  the  main  arterial  roads* 
also  the  bus.  and  railway  station  approaches  were  ploughed  out* 
but  severe  frost  badly  handicapped  our  operations* 

On  Monday*  1 7th  January*  after  a  night  of  nearly  17 
degrees  of  frost*  further  clearing  and  gritting  operations  were 
carried  out. 

The  wintry  conditions  continued  until  9th  February* 
1955?  when  a  very  severe  snow  storm  arrived  and  considerable 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  clearing  away  the  vast  quantities 
of  snow,  bud  this  was  overcome.  The  icy  conditions  prevailed 
and  the  snow  hardened  and  we  arrived  at  the  stage  when  all 
supplies  of  salt  in  the  North  dried  up*  but  we  were  very  for¬ 
tunate  to  obtain  a  supply  of  German  salt  for  our  needs  from 
a  Hamburg  boat*  which  brought  a  ship  load  into  the  Tyne„ 

During  this  period  of  heavy  snow  fall*  all  available 
labour  had  to  be  used  on  keeping  open  the  main  roads*  resulting 
in  a  temporary  dislocation  of  refuse  collection*,  Outside 
Contractors  also  -were  called  in*  yet  in  spite  of  all  this 
additional  expense  the  total  cost  of  complete  operations  was 
found  to  be  very  reasonable  The  total  cost  ms  as  follows  s-

Removal  of  Debris  from  the  Far© shore*, 


The  cleansing  of  the  foreshore  is  carried  out  by  the 
employees  cxf  the  Health  Department  for  the  Links  and  Sands 
Committee®  The  cleansing  of  this  large  track  of  sands  is  no 
mean  task  on  seven  days  a  week  in  the  Summer  period..  There 
is  no  doubt  whatsoever  that  the  leaving  of  litter  and  other 
debris  on  the  sands  is  increasing,,  It  is  necessary  to  inspect 
dally  in  the  evenings  so  that  staff  can  be  organised  for  early 
morning  cleansing* 

On  numerous  occasions  the  quantity  of  debris  amounted 
to  20  to  25  ewtSo  per  day,  and  in  some  cases  to  over  two-  tons* 

The  large  receptacles  provided  were  used*  but  certainly 
not  to  capacity 9  which  would  have  saved  a  considerable  amount 
of  money  and  would  have  enabled  the  transfer  of  labour  to  more 
useful  and  productive  work.  Frequently ,  the  bulky  nature  of 
the  litter  and  the  broken  bottles  founds  slowed  up  the  hand 
picking. 


I  regret  to  say  that  only  police  court  proceedings 
will  effect  any  reduction  in  litter  and  thus  save  the  residents 
expense. 

Cleansing  of  the  Links,  Panama  Gardens  and  Footpaths. 

The  littering  of  these  open  spaces  is  desecration* 

They  are  cleansed  seven  times  per  week  in  the  early  morning* 

It  is  my  instruction  that  the  main  greens,  gardens  and  paths 
must  be  clear  by  8*30  a*  in*  to  9*0  a* nr 

A  large  number  of  blue  litter  bins  were  provided  for 
the  reception  of  litter  near  the  seats  and  footpaths  *  but  some 
people  were  too  tired  to  walk  two  yards  to  place  the  remains 
of  their  meals  into  such  bins* 

Neat  warning  notices  should  be  placed  in  position  to 
advise  people  of  the  penalty  of  leaving  litter*  It  is  hoped 
that  we  shall  be  able  to  make  our  own  Bye-laws  during  1 955  $> 
which  will  cover  these  matters. 

The  Panama  Gardens  and  the  Kiosk  enclosure  gardens 
and  bus  parks  are  cleansed  daily  and  the  grass  banks  are  tidied 
and  kept  G  eye  sweet  *.  Attention  is  given  also  to  the  Windsor 
Crescent  9  Brook  Street  and  the  Punch  and  Judy  enclosure s0  The 

practice  of  dog  owners  allowing  their  dogs  to  defalcate  in  these 
enclosures  should  be  prohibited.  The  number  of  dogs  without 
collars  and  identification  discs  on  these  open  spaces  and  sands 
is  on  the  increase*  One  seas  the  same  dogs  daily. 
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Cleansing  of  Southern  Promenade  and  Table  Rocks0 

A  vast  amount  of  litter  is  thrown  into  the  paddling 
pool,  or  is  washed  in  by  the  tide,  owing  to  the  lack  of  a 
kerb  round  the  pool*  This  promenade  was  cleansed  daily  in 
the  Summer  and  the  waste  paper  receptacles  cleared. 

Constant  supervision  had  to  be  maintained  on  the 
Table  Rocks  to  prevent  indiserimate  littering  on  the  rocks , 
which  refuse  eventually  is  washed  into  the  pool.  Even  with 
receptacles  almost  under  their  feet*  people  still  refused  to 
make  use  of  them*  Warning  notices  should  be  erected. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Borough  Engineer  will  keep  in 
mind  the  access  to  the  Brown0  s  Bay  Promenades,  to  enable  the 

removal  of  debris  and  storage  facilities  to  be  provided.  This 
is  most  essential  from  an  to  anomie  point  of  view.  A  gradual 
slope  is  required,  so  that  a  barrow  or  vehicle  can  descend  and 
ascend  easily* 

The  Control  of  Public  Conveniences0 


The  administration  and  cleansing  of  the  public 
conveniences  are  controlled  by  the  Health  Committee  and  super¬ 
vised  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Cleansing  Superintendent* 

The  highest  standard  of  cleanliness  is  insisted  upon  and 
I  personally  visit  these  premises  at  regular  intervals  to  see  if 
the  services  are  functioning  satisfactorily* 

The  provision  of  hot  water  to  the  conveniences  has  been 
commented  upon  favourably  by  the  visitors  to  the  town  and  many 
residents  also*

The  delayed  opening  of  the  reconstructed  Watts  Road 
Conveniences  lost  us  some  revenue  at  Whitsuntide*  However*  the 
price  of  the  wash-ups  was  increased  to  4d.  and  parcels  by  Id. 

The  estimates  were  exceeded  by  £24 5°  7.  5o 

The  premises  ware  well  kept  and  a  good  service  was 
given  to  the  general  public* 

It  was  hoped  that  the  insanitary  and  dilapidated  mencs 
conveniences  near  the  Victoria  Hotel  would  have  been  demolished 
and  the  new  building  erected  during  the  year*  However,  plans 
have  been  passed  for  conveniences  for  both  Ladies  and  Gentlemen 
and  it  is  my  sincere  hope  that  these  will  be  in  operation  by 
June,  1 955 *  and  thus  remove  a  most  ugly  and  insanitary  blot  on 
the  landscape* 
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The  conveniences  in  Front  Street  (Black  Horse  site) 
were  serviced  daily,  also  Roekclif f e ,  Panama  (Gents9),  Dukes 
Walk  and  those  at  Seaton  Sluice* 

Those  at  St*  Mary*s  Island  were  attended  to  daily 
during  the  season,  but  are  locked  up  during  the  Winter* 

It  is  planned  to  substitute  locks  for  the  worn  out 
turnstile  at  Panama  Gentlemen8 s  conveniences,  as  the  latter 
is  well  past  its  useful  life* 

I  must  refer  to  the  dilapidated  conveniences  on  the 
Southern  Promenade*  They  should  be  rebuilt  on  another  site 
above  the  tide  line  to  prevent  damage  and  pilferage* 


A  saving  was  made  in  the  maintenance  and  a  total 
iwanue  of  £2,0k5o  7.  5«  was  taken  as  itemised  below?**

few  hours  at  low  temperature,  it  my  be  expected  that  with 
reasonable  care  ime,  or  vary  little  risk  of  metallic  oon« 
tamination  from  the  moulds  will  result*  Moulds ,  however, 
left  in  an  unclean  condition,  or  becoming  corroded  by  ex¬ 
posure,  then  used  in  this  condition  for  freezing  more  lollies 
would  have  a,  greater  risk  of  metallic  contamination.  Plastic 
moulds  are  much  more  in  evidence* 

All  premises  making  these  lollies  should  be  registered 
and  mixed  shops  should  be  excluded  from  manufacture*  One 
Factory  makes  lollies  in  a  most  hygienic  fashion,  using  special 
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wrapping  and  it  was  observed  on  numerous  visits  that  the  code 
of  working  was  highly  satisfactory*

It  must  not  be  forgotten  the  number  of  catering 
establishments  of  one  sort  and  another  which  supply  food  to 
be  eaten  on  the  premises z  hotels p  boarding  house s*  snack 
bars,  public  house s9  cafes ,  restaurants ,  and  bakehouses  all 
come  into  this  category.  Being  a  resort  for  holiday  visiters 
and  the  day  type,  the  public  service  in  this  t  ami  is  more 
affected  than  many  other  towns  of  a  similar  si ma 

The  Proprietors  and  'Managers  must  take  a  personal 
interest  in  the  hygienic  side  of  the  preparation  of  food  and 
the  cleanliness  of  the  premise  So  Dish-washing  is  an  operation 

which  should  be  inspected  regularly.  The  standard,  of  clean¬ 
liness  in  the  washing  of  used  dishes  and  utensils  is  one  which 
calls  for  the  greatest  fight*  The  employee  with  bad  habits, 
shabby  and  dirty  overalls  and  hands  9  and  the  prtrtic®  of 
smoking,  have  to  be  watched*  The  dish-washing  machines  were 
inspected  and  bulletins  were  circulated  for  exhibiting,  in  the 
kitchens  for  all  the  staffs  to  s@ec

The  inspection  of  game  and  poultry  is  carried  out 
regularly  at  the  various  shop's.  A  constant  check  of  the 
commodities  in  the  different  shops  ensures  that  the  premises 
maintain  the  highest  standard  of  cleanliness  and  quality* 

During  the  Christmas  p@ri.pd  a  considerable  quantity 
of  poultry  arrived  from  Eire  9  Northern  Ire  land  9  the  Argentine 
and  Denmark*  It  was  necessary  to  condemn  six  Danish  G-eese 
which 9  on  examination*  were  found  to  be  rancid*  No  evidence 
of  Blackhead  Disease  was  found  amongst  the  Turkeys.  A  number 
of  chickens  were  examined  for  Tuberculosis  and  Fibroma*  Hanging 
of  poultry  outside  shops  was  prohibited. 

INSPECTION  OF  FISH, 

Fish  from  the  North  Shields  Fish  Quay  and  the  Norwegian 
Quay  is  examined  in  the  shop  refrigerators  and  ice  boxes.  Most 
of  the  Fish  Merchants  keep  their  shop  fronts  closed 9  but  it 
should  b©  an  enforceable  Clause  in  legislation  to  prohibit  open 
windows  in  Fish  Shops*,  I  advocated  this  twenty  years  agoc 
Three  shops  have  been  equipped  with  refrigerated  display  cabinets* 

It  was  necessary  to  condemn  70  lbs0  of  fish*  which 
were  unfit  for  human  consumption.

THE  MEAT  REGULATIONS. 


Public  Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924  ~  1  95 20 

The  notification,  of  slaughter  is  only  insisted  upon 
for  cottagers0  pigs  and  animals  which  have  suffered  injury* 

The  vehicles  used  for  the  conveyance  of  meat  are  closed 
and  loaded  from  the  rear*  Since  the  2nd  of  July,  1  954 ,  a  number 
of  carcases  have  been  removed  by  butchers  in  closed  vans,  which 
are  checked  over  daily  for  cleanline  ss0  On  some  occasions, 

small  offals  are  removed  by  carrier  cycles  and  the  proper  covering 
of  the  baskets  must  be  observed® 


The  usual  facilities  are  provided  for  washing  down 
with  hot  and  cold  water  and  the  higher  pressure  of  water  gives 
quicker  cleansing  re  suit  s. 

Head  coverings  are  worn  by  the  ’’meat  carriers’*  and 
special  plastic  shoulder  covers 9  which  are  easily  washed,

THE  INSPECTlOh  OF  OTHER  FOODS. 

A  considerable  part  of  the  inspectorial  duties  are 
devoted  to  the  inspection  of  food,  shops*  where  food  is  prepared 
and  sold.  Some  shops  are  inspected  daily .  The  commodities 

sold  are  of  all  descriptions*  consisting  of  fruits*  bacon* 
tinned  goods  from  the  Commonwealth  and  foreign  countries*  and 
vegetables*  and  the  many  varieties  are  examined  regularly* 

The  various  types  of  shops  visited  are  listed  below 
to  give  some  indication  of  the  work  involved. 


Where  necessary*  any  unfit  food  is  condemned  after 
careful  examination  and.  the  relevant  certificates  issued*, 

The  practice  of  regular  visits  and  inspection  is 
helpful  to  the  owners  and  managers  of  shops*  when  any  suspicious 
articles  of  food  can  be  examined  quickly*

PISH  HAWKING  VEHICLES  AND  FISH  STALLS  (WATTS  ROAD). 


The  number  of  mobile  fish  shops  is  4.  These  vans 
were  inspected  during  their  rounds  and  one  hawker  was  requested 
to  have  his  name  and  address  properly  inscribed  on  his  vehicle. 

The  fish  was  inspected  and  found  to  be  fresh,  being 
drawn  daily  from  North  Shields,  and  the  vans  were  in  a  clean 
condition. 


One  lady  ms  found  bringing  fish  into  the  area, 
without  a  covering  to  her  barrow  and  not  displaying  her  name 
and  address  thereon.  She  was  given  notice  to  have  these  items 
rectified. 

12  inspections  were  carried  out. 

The  hawker*  s  cart  was  inspected  regularly  during  the 
herring  season,  and  the  boxes  were  found  to  be  in  a  clean  condition. 

The  stalls  on  Watts  Road  were  inspected  during  the 
season.  It  would  be  an  advantage  if  these  stalls  were  enclosed 
as  a  protection  against  the  sun's  rays.  The  crustaceans  were 
very  fresh,  having  been  caught  in  the  morning,  boiled  and  sold  in 
the  afternoon. 

The  only  nuisance  is  the  residue  from  the  shrimps  being 
left  under  seats  and  on  the  Links  by  purchasers.  The  stall 
holders  clean  up  each  night. 
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BAKERIES. 


Regular  inspections  of  bakeries  are  carried  out. 
We  had  some  trouble  with  the  bakery  at  the  rear  of  Whitley 
Road  concerning  the  cleanliness  of  the  benches  and  floors, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  a  strong  letter  was  sent  to  the 
owner. 


Strict  attention  has  to  be  paid  to  the  clothing  of 
the  employees  and  the  human  element  has  to  be  watched  most 
closely. 

Letters  were  distributed  about  smoking  when  handling 
food,  and  the  distasteful  practice  of  sucking  cream  through 
cream  bags  was  discouraged,  and  two  employees  were  warned  for 
attempting  this  filthy  practice.  < 


The  cleanliness  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  and  the 
washing  of  hands  after  use  are  most  iiaportant,  and  the  ob¬ 
servance  of  these  points  is  stressed  constantly  to  the  bakers. 

H.  M.  Inspector  of  Factories  is  notified  of  any 
breaches  of  the  Act  which  come  under  his  purview. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  during  the  year 
was  21 4*,  and  it  was  necessary  to  serve  52  Notices. 

The  total  number  of  bakeries  on  the  list  was  18.

FOREIGN  OBJECTS  IN  FOOD. 

During  the  year  we  had  several  cases  of  foreign  objects 
entering  foodstuffs.  The  most  glaring  example  was  a  metal 
button,  which  disintegrated  in  a  sliced  loaf  baked  by  Messrs. 
Hunter  Limited,  whose  Bakery  is  situated  on  the  Team  Valley 
Estate,  Gateshead.  The  case  reached  the  Court.,  but  was  dis¬ 
missed  on  a  technical  point. 

Messrs.  Lyons  of  Cadby  Hall,  London,  were  fined  £10 
in  respect  of  a  nail  which  was  found  in  a  carton  of  ice  cream. 

It  would  appear  that  this  was  due  to  the  laxity  of  the  employee 
dealing  with  this  side  of  the  operation. 
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CLEAN  FOOD  CAMPAIGN. 

In  pursuance  of  the  campaign  to  ensure  cleaner  food 
and  the  ham  ling,  storage  and  delivery  of  goods  to  the  consumer, 
lectures  were  given  to  the  Willow  Club  and  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Youth  Organisation,  Monk  seat  on.  A  wide  sphere  of 

the  activities  and  ramifications  of  the  preparing  and  staring 
of  food  was  discussed  very  fully*  During  the  year  circulars 
were  distributed  throughout  the  district  to  all  premises  dealing 
with  f aodo  A  Bulletin  was  issued  giving  elementary  rules  in 

connection  with  hygiene,  relating  to  the  washing  of  hands  and 
the  handling  of  foodstuffs  in  general  with  a  special  fork* 
thereby  placing  the  coisnodity  an  the  greaseproof  paper  for 
ultimate  disposal  to  the  customer. 

Several  assistants  were  warned  in  respect  of  smoking 
whilst  handling  food,  and  overalls  were  checked  over  to  ensure 
cleanliness,  during  the  numerous  visits  made  to  these  premises. 

Large  improvements  have  been  made  by  the  introduction 
of  glass  counters.  Most  premises  have  been  modernised  in  some 
form  or  other.  Counters  have  been  fitted  with  Formica  tops 
and  basket  rails  have  been  provided  so  that  dirty  baskets  cannot 
be  placed  on  counters  where  food  is  wrapped  and  sold. 

It  was  noted  that  many  Frigidaires  have  been  installed 
in  Grocers®  shops  throughout  the  area.  Bacon  and  other  perish¬ 
able  f oods tuffs  can  be  kept  at  a  low  temperature  now,  thus 
retarding  the  growth  of  bacteria. 

Many  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  the  various 
shops  during  the  year  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Owners  and 
Managers.  I  found  on  my  inspections  that  most  people  were  only 
too  pleased  to  try  and  co-operate  with  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 

MOBILE  GROCERY  VANS  AND  SHOPS.

During  the  year  three  new  mobile  grocery  vans  made 
their  appearance  round  the  housing  estates  and  various  parts  of 
the  area.  They  are  well  e quipped 9  being  fitted  with  racks  and 
washable  counters.  The  interiors  are  painted  with  gloss  paint, 
and  the  vehicles  are  so  constructed  that  there  are  no  ledges 
where  dust  cgm  accumulate.  Washing  facilities  are  provided 
and  in  two  cases  a  paraffin  stove  has  been  installed,  which 
gives  reasonably  good  heat,  without  interfering  with  the 
perishable  goods. 

These  vehicles  were  inspected  during  the  year  and 
there  was  only  cause  for  coup  lain  t  in  one  case  where  the 
assistant  was  reprimanded  for  smoking  whilst  preparing  food. 
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It  would  appear  that  this  type  of  shop  is  on  the 
increase.  They  are  proving  a  boon  to  old  people,  who  are  not 
able  to  walk  to  the  main  shopping  areas ,  and  the  vans  supply 
orders  of  every  commodity  as  stocked  by  a  Grocer'0  s  shop*

PISH  FRYING  ESTABLISHMENTS^.

There  are  some  changes  in  the  registrations  of 
Pish  Prying  establishments*  The  premises  at  13A*  Marine  Avenue, 
as  reported  in  my  1953  Report,  changed  hands-,  and  &  new 
preparation  room  was  completed  with  tiled  walls0  The  drainage 
system  was  remodelled  and  the  entire  premises*  including  the 
water  closet,  were  painted  with  gloss  paint*,  This  is  a  great 
improvement  on  the  previous  owner^s  management*  The  supervision 
of  the  business  and  the  work  of  the  assistants  are  to  be  commended* 

The  premises  at  30  and  32,  Station  Road,  were  not  re- 
let  during  the  year* 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  Pried  Pish  shops  during 
the  day  and  on  numerous  occasions,  during  the  evenings,  the 
object  being  to  check  on  the  type  of  fish  used,  cooking  fats, 
and  the  condition  of  the  utensils. 

-The  number  of  visits  made  was  158o  It  was  necessary 

to  serve  30  Notices* 

During  the  Summer  period,  when  these  premises  were 
extremely  busy,  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  refuse  was 
removed  three  times  per  week* 

I  must  say  that  most  shops  are  well-kept*  One  Licence 
was.  transferred  at  Seaton  Sluice  and  some  alterations  took  plac# 
at  the  end  of  the  year*  I  was  not  satisfied  with  the  roof  of 
the  gutting  shed,  and  the  owner  was  instructed  regarding  the 
type  of  roof  required  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  standard* 

X  also  recommended  repairs  to  the  spout  and  downpipe  to  take  the 
water  from  the  gully* 

OPPEHSXVE  'TRADES, 

SECTION  107  OP  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1  936, 

There  is  only  one  offensive  trade  carried  out  under  the 
above  schedule  in  this  area*  This  is  operated  in  the  precincts 
of  the  Public  Abattoir,  which  premises  belong  to  the  Council  and 
are  rented  to  the  tenant  at  <0156  per  annum*  This.,  to  my  mind, 
is  insufficient,  when  taking  into  consideration  the  amount  of 
steam  used  and  the  quantity  of  coal  burned*  The  premises  are 
small*  but  are  well  kept,  the  tripe  being  stored  in  galvanised 
tanks*  It  is  removed  and  delivered  daily,  except  on  Mondays* 

This  ensures  that  large  quantities  of  this  commodity  are  not 
held  too  long  in  storage.  It  lias  been  observed  during  my 
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inspections  that  the  water  is  changed  frequently  when  such 
foodstuffs  are  stored. 

SHEmFISH  INSPECTION  -  MQLLUSCAh  AND  CRUSTACEANS. 
MOLLUSCAN. 


There  were  a  small  number  of  oysters  exposed  for  sale 
in  two  fishmongers 8  premises*  They  had  been  sent  from  Whitstable, 
which  has  purification  beds,  where  oysters  pass  through  the 
special  chlorine  beds  and  are  hosed* 

In  the  back  yards  of  two  fishmongers  were  found  mussels 
for  baiting  lines* 

The  woman  hawker  from  Guile  re  oats  again  made  her  appear¬ 
ance  on  that  portion  of  the  Blyth  Road  which  is  covered  by  the 
Order  made  under  the  Police  Clauses  Act.  Some  drastic  steps 
should  be  taken  to  prevent  this  woman  selling  wi.nkl.es,  which  are 
known  to  come  from  " layings”  subject  to  pollution  from  sewage 
outfalls. 

CRUSTACEANS. 

-  ■  - — - -  * 

The  popularity  of  this  family,  which  embraces  Crabs, 
Lobsters,  Shrimps.  English  and  foreign,  together  with  quantities 
of  Crayfish,  is  evident.  Close  inspection  is  given  during  the 
open  season. 

The  four  stalls  on  the  side  of  Watts  Road  were  examined 
regularly.  They  are  tenanted  by  the  fishwives  from  the  neighbour¬ 
ing  village  of  Cullercoats.  Much  of  their  wares  are  caught 
locally,  except  for  the  shrimps,  which,  in  the  main,  are  pur¬ 
chased  from  the  North  Shields  Pish  Quay. 

It  is  desirable  that  proper  stalls  of  a  portable 
nature  should  be  erected,  with  clean  washable  sailcloth  on 
sides,  top  and  back,  to  prevent  the  penetration  of  dust  and  the 
surfs  rays  heating  the  exposed  articles*  Portable  hot  water 
sinks,  as  used  in  mobile  grocery  vans,  should  be  provided. 

These  are  heated  by  means  of  a  paraffin  lamp* 

29  visits  were  made  during  the  year,  the  inspections 
taking  place  during  the  afternoon,  evening  and  on  busy  Sundays. 
Refuse  receptacles  are  provided  for  the  reception  of  shells 
and  trimmings.

Visits  were  made  to  some  shops  to  examine  the  methods 
of  sterilising  the  instruments  used  in  the  tonsorial  artistes 
domain  and  in  the  ladies®  establishments.

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regret  that  these  establishments  are  not  subject  to  registration 
as  required  by  the  General  Powers  Bill  of  some  County  Councils,, 

POLLUTION  OF  THE  ATMOSPHERE,, 

Public  Health  Act,  1 9560 

A  series  of  close  observations  were  kept  on  the  two 
laundry  chimneys  by  the  inspectorial  staff  and  myself  and  an 
examination  was  made  of  the  stoking  arrangements  and  the  control 
of  the  draught o 

Correspondence  took  place  between  the  Council  and  the 
Managing  Directors  of  the  Companies  concerned,  and  various  coal 
efficiency  experts  were  called  in  to  check  over  the  fuel  and 
boiler  plant  in  general* 

The  Directors  of  the  Whitley  and  District  Laundries 
were  contemplating  conversion  to  oil  fuel  early  in  1  955o 

The  Provincial  Laundries  showed  an  improvement  and 
experiments  were  carried  out  on  narrowing  the  fire  area,  but 
this  was  not  a  success G 

The  Coast  Creamery  chimney  also  showed  a  marked  im¬ 
provement* 


The  total  number  of  observations  made  was  23  ?  and 
special  record  cards  were  compiled  of  the  thirty  minutes  and 
one  hour  observations*  Further  observations  were  continuing 
to  be  carried  out  at  the  end  of  the  year0 

HOUSING  AND  SLUM  CLEARANCE. 

The  question  of  housing  conditions  and  slum  clearance 
received  a  decided  thrust  forward,  during  the  year0  The  various 
circulars  gave  power  to  Local  Authorities  to  commence  their 
efforts  to  remove  houses  which  fell  below  the  standard  of  the 
houses  in  the  area* 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  made  its 
appearance  on  the  Statute  Book*  Section  1  of  this  Act  makes 
it  compulsory ,  within  one  year,  for  every  Local  Authority  to 
submit  its  proposals  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment,  of  houses  which  are,  in  their  opinion,  unfit  for  human 
habitation*  This  new  Act  was  duly  presented  to  the  Health. 
Committee  and  approved*

INDIVIDUAL  UNFIT  HOUSES  -  to  be  dealt  with  under  Section  1 1 . 
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During  the  year,  two  areas  were  submitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  namely,  Areas  1  and 

2,  Northumberland  Square.  After  a  local  enquiry,  the  Minister 
gave  his  consent  (with  a  slight  modification)  for  the  clearance 
of  the  area.  Work  was  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  and, 
with  the  exception  of  two  single  persons,  all  the  tenants  have 
been  rehoused. 

The  areas  in  The  Fold,  numbered  1,  2  and  3>  were  also 
represented.  Area  No.  1,  The  Fold,  comprising  six  houses,  was 
placed  in  a  Clearance  Area.  The  clearance  of  Areas  Nos.  2  and 

3,  was  to  be  secured  by  purchasing  the  land,  either  by  agreement 
or,  if  necessary,  by  means  of  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order. 

These  areas  were  placed  before  the  Housing  Committee  and  agreed 
to.  It  is  hoped  that  an  enquiry  will  be  held  early  in  March, 
1955. 


A  full  survey  was  made  of  Ryton  Terrace,  Seaton 
Sluice,  numbers  1  to  35*  inclusive,  and  all  measurements  were 
taken  and  a  full  report  on  the  sanitary  defects  was  made.  The 
representation  of  this  area  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
the  Committee  was  delayed  owing  to  waiting  for  the  relevant 
plans  from  the  Borough  Engineer. 

Other  houses  were  surveyed  and  kept  in  readiness  for 
further  action. 


The  total  number  of  Individual  Unfit  houses  represented 
to  the  Committee  -under  Section  11  was  1. 

Closing  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  parts  of  houses  - 
3,  Beresford  Road,  Seaton  Sluice,  after  the  tenant  had  left. 

A  further  representation  was  being  made  relative  to 
9,  Beresford  Road,  Seaton  Sluice,  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued  in  respect  of 

6  houses. 


The  number  of  houses  inspected  and  recorded  under  the 
Housing  Consolidated  Regulations,  1925  **  1932,  was  25. 

Much  work  was  carried  out  under  notices  served  under 
Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act. 

It  was  necessary  to  invite  tenders  in  connection  with 
9  houseH  and  carry  out  the  work  in  def  ault.  Proper  specif i- 

catidfts  were  prepared  for  the  work  and  advertised  for  tender. 
After  completion  of  the  work,  the  Demands  for  Payment  were 
served  on  the  owners. 
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The  number  of  houses  erected  by  private  enterprise 
was  116,  and  the  number  of  Council  houses  erected  was  29o 


Private  building  is  taking  place  towards  the  Cemetery, 
where  a  large  number  of  bungalows  and  houses  are  being  erected, 

A  new  housing  estate,  both  private  and  Council  houses,  lias  been 
commenced  near  the  Earsdon  Grange  Farm  Estate  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  a  number  of  houses  had  been  started.  Private  building 
on  this  estate  was  progressing  very  quickly c  A  smaller  type  of 

house  is  being  built,  which  appears  to  meet  the  pockets  of  quite 
a  large  proportion  of  the  conmmity. 

Further  housing  developments  are  being  carried  out  at 
Seaton  Sluice  in  connection  with  the  Slum  Clearance  programme 
and  rehousing  of  people  living  in  overcrowded  condi tions0 


SANITARY  A 
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The  work  performed  in  pursuance  of  the  sanitary  section 
of  the  Public  Health  Service  has  been  varied,  appertaining,  in 
the  main,  to  suppression  of  nuisances  and  repairs  to  dwelling 
houses  and  other  types  of  buildings.  The  repair  and  attention 
to  the  older  houses  are  matters  of  grave  concern,  together  with 
the  modifications  of  the  sanitary  systems  to  bring  such  houses 
up  to  modem  requirements. 

The  cost  of  repairs  to  owners  and  agents  is  a  source 
of  worry  to  them.  On  the  other  hand,  a  good  tenant,  and  there 
are  some  as  well  as  the  bad  ones,  should  be  living  in  houses 
which  are  in  a  reasonable  state  of  repair, 

A  high  standard  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year 
without  having  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings. 

There  are  no  difficulties  in  regard  to  the  supply  of 
building  materials. 

Many  of  the  complaints  received  are  genuine  and  are 
far-reaching,  and  vary  from  wasps*  nests  to  neighbours’  quarrels, 
and  a  number  which  do  not  come  under  the  category  of  public  health. 
Every  consideration  is  given  to  all  complaints  and  if  they  do  not 
come  within  the  duties  of  the  department,  we  give  the  best  advice 
possible,  or  direct  the  complaints  to  their  ultimate  destination. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  in  the  office  and 
recorded  in  the  special  complaints5  book  was  1 ,149*  The  time 
of  receipt  of  the  message,  the  nature  of  the  complaint,  and  the 
member  of  the  staff  who  deals  with  it  are  recorded.  A  large 
number  of  complaints  are  received  by  me  in  the  street  during  my 
many  visits  to  shops  and  other  places.  Those  concerning  the 
department  are  recorded,  whilst  others  are  directed  to  the 
appropriate  department  for  attention,  where  necessary. 
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The  number  of  defects  found  after  survey  are  tabulated 
on  Pages  110  to  112. 

The  clearance  of  drains  for  householders  can  be  per¬ 
formed  by  the  department  on  request,  and  advantage  was  taken  of 
this  service  on  115  occasions.  This  service  is  appreciated  and 
it  dispenses  with  such  nuisance  with  the  minimum  amount  of  delay. 

The  number  of  second  notices  served  was  68,  and  in  39 
cases  Formal  notices  were  served  under  the  Public  Health  Act* 

By  constant  routine  inspection  a  large  amount  of  work 
has  been  carried  out  for  the  benefit  of  the  community.  The 
inspection  of  the  district  in  wet  weather  brings  to  light  numerous 
defects  from  defective  spouts,  eavesgutters,  which  are  not  easily 
discernible  in  dry  weather.  I  am  a  great  believer  in  this 
method  of  inspection  -  Min  the  vanguard  of  operations”  is  my 
motto. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health9  s  report  contains  a 
table  showing  the  results  of  all  sauples  taken.  These  sauries 
are  drawn  from  taps  off  the  various  mains  in  the  area.  The 
water  supply  was  being  augmented  by  works  at  Mitford,  near  Morpeth. 

Some  trouble  was  experienced  with  sediment  in  the  water 
at  the  rear  of  Windsor  Crescent  in  November. 

One  standpipe  was  cut  off  at  East  End,  Old  Hartley. 
SANITARY  ENGINEERING;. 

Control  and  Inspection  of  Work  in  Progress. 

The  inspection  of  all  sanitary  engineering  in  regard 
to  old  buildings  of  all  types  is  most  rigidly  carried  out. 

The  layout  of  drainage,  plumbing  and  other  work  of 
this  nature  is  subjected  to  careful  inspection.  The  standard 
of  workmanship  and  specification  is  as  high  as  any  County  Borough. 
A  full  specification  of  work  is  kept  in  the  office  for  use  of  all 
builders  and  who  may  obtain  a  copy  on  request. 

The  work  at  St.  Mary 9  s  Island  was  comple ted  with  a 
cast  iron  water  main  strength  piping,  and  the  outfall  extended 
another  eighteen  feet  into  the  North  Sea. 

The  drainage  in  connection  with  the  Berkeley  Tavern 
was  modernised  and  a  new  connection  made  to  the  sewer.  A  new 
bar  was  installed  and  the  stainless  sink  drainer  waste  was  taken 
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ever  a  trapped  gully* 

One  privy  midden  at  East  End,  Old  Hartley,  was  dis¬ 
continued  and  Ya.ll  be  demolished  in  1955. 

The  drainage  at  Arthur’s  Oyster  Bar  ms  remodelled 
in  connection  with  the  Pish  and  Chip  premises  and  the  fresh 
fish  shop* 

Further  work  was  carried  out  at  the  Avenue  Hotel. 
Twenty-five  feet  of  piping  of  cast  iron  water  main  strength 
was  inserted  in  connection  with  the  drainage  system. 

New  internal  water  closets  were  fitted  at  the  Rex 

Hotel. 


The  premises  at  283 >  Whitley  Road,  were  converted 
into  offices,  and  a  water  closet,  together  with  the  necessary 
washing  facilities  and  drainage  system  were  completed.

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SANITARY  ACC QMMCDATIQN  IN  SCHOOLS. 


Details  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  It  was  necessary  to  make  three  visits 
during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  Park  School,  Roman 
Catholic  School  and  the  Bygate  School,  where  complaints  had 
been  made,  but  in  two  eases  the  complaints  were  unfounded. 
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INSPECTION  OF  OFFICES. 

There  was  no  legislation  passed  during  the  year  to 
implement  the  G-owers  Report. 

It  was  pleasing  to  note  that  offices  on  the  Monkseaton 
siding  were  provided  with  sanitary  accommodation  and  water 
supply*  This  was  executed  after  protracted  representations  to 
the  British  Railways.  Finally,  the  matter  received  attention 
from  the  Head  Office  in  London.  The  enployees  in  these  offices 
are  now  able  to  obtain  water  for  washing,  and  making  tea. 

11  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  to  offices 
and  3  verbal  notices  were  given  concerning  the  cleansing  of 
water-closet  basins  and  washing  accommodation. 

PLACES  OF  PUBLIC  RESORT. 

Under  Circular  120  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the 
various  premises  under  this  heading,  i0e0  Dance  Halls  and 
Picture  Houses  were  inspected  regularly  during  the  year. 

Evening  visits  were  made,  also  day  time  visits  when  cleaning 
was  taking  place.  The  amount  of  litter  and  rubbish  left  by 
patrons  in  these  premises  is  considerable.  Scane  method  should 
be  adopted  to  have  a  special  basket  for  this  litter.  In  some 
cases,  after  Saturday  and  Wednesday  performances,  five  bins  of 
litter  from  underneath  the  seats  have  been  removed.  This 
comprises  anything  from  orange  peel  to  chocolate  boxes. 

The  lavatories  and  urinals  were  inspected  regularly 
to  ensure  that  the  flushing  apparatus  -was  in  good  working  order, 
and  that  the  cubicles  were  disinfected.  Certificates  are 
issued  to  the  Managers  after  inspection,  which  have  to  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Brewster  Sessions  to  show  that  the  sanitary 
accommodation  is  in  good  working  order  and  clean. 

The  only  live  show  in  this  area  takes  place  in  the 
Summer ,  and  this  is  municipally  sponsered.  Regular  inspection 
of  the  dressing  rooms  takes  place. 

The  Royal  Air  Foi*ee  Association  acquired  the  Hotspur 
Hall  for  their  Club,  and  certain  recommendations  were  made  to 
the  Off icer-in~Gharge  in  connection  with  the  kitchen. 

INSPECTION  OF  SALEROOMS, 

The  three  salerooms  situated  within  the  Borough  have 
been  visited  at  different  periods  during  the  year.  The  Managers 
and  owners  were  interviewed  to  ensure  that  the  articles  were  not 
infested  with  vermin.  Anything  wider  suspicion  is  removed  to 
the  Tip  and  burned. 
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Requests  are  made  for  the  removal  of  surplus  refuse 
and  this  work  is  undertaken  by  the  Department  and  a  charge 
made* 

SECOND-HAND  CLOTHES  PREMISES. 


There  are  two  shops  which  purchase  and  sell  second¬ 
hand  working  apparel*  These  have  been  inspected  on  several 
occasions  during  the  year*  One  of  the  establishments  is 
becoming  rather  congested  and  the  owner  wishes  to  have 
additional  accommodation  to  extend  her  business*  The  rooms 
and  the  clothes,  in  general*  are  inspected  to  ascertain  whether 
they  are  free  from  vermin  and  to  ensure  too  that  the  premises 
are  conducted  on  proper  lines.  On  all  visits*  the  only  cause 
for  conplaint  was  the  congested  premises  already  mentioned. 

INSPECTION  OP  FORME  TORE  REMOVAL  VANS. 
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15  inspections  were  made  of  vans  entering  the  area 
and  local  vans,  to  ascertain  whether  they  were  free  from  vermin. 
Packing  material  was  examined  and  instructions  were  given  in 
two  cases  to  have  the  vans  fumigated  and  washed. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  suppression  of  the  *  rat  and  mouse  population  and 
its  control  are  becoming  one  of  the  essential  parts  of  the 
Public  Health  Service.  The  danger  of  disease  from  rats  and 
mice  cannot  be  overestimated*  These  pests  are  liable  to 
carry  Weil!s  Disease  and  the  Bubonic  Plague.  The  contamination 

and  damage  to  foodstuffs  are  very  extensive*  The  health 

hazard  from  this  vermin  cannot  be  over-emphasised  and  it  is  a 
continual  duty  of  this  office  to  wage  war  to  exterminate  these 
pests.  The  service  operated  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949?  takes  up  part  of  the  time  of  one  of  the 
Additional  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  the  complaints  received 
are  attended  to  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  my  constant  en¬ 
deavour  to  see  that  these  complaints  receive  immediate 
attention* 

The  duties  are  set  out  as  follows:  - 

(1 )  The  survey  of  all  buildings  and  lands: 

( 2)  Extermination  of  rats  and  mice  on  infested  lands: 

(3)  The  enforcing  of  the  law  with  regard  to  duties 
placed  on  Owners  and  Occupiers  of  lands,  as 
scheduled  in  the  first  part  of  the  Act* 

(4)  Checking  and  recording  all  details  for  submission 
of  reports  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries: 

(5)  The  submission  and  checking  of  accounts  for  work 
executed  on  business  premises* 
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No  provisions  have  been  made  as  yet  in  respect  of 
the  examination  of  rats  caught  in  connection  with  Plague  or 
Weil9s  Disease,,  In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  are  near  a 
large  shipping  area,  this  is  a  matter  of  concern,  and  one 
which  should  receive  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Ministry 
concerned,.  The  transmission  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  could 
be  due  to  rats  as  well  as  starlings,. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  in  the  office  was 
135.  These  related  in  82  cases  to  the  presence  of  rats  and 
in  53  instances  to  the  infestation  of  mice0 

The  Slaughter-houses,  Refuse  Tip,  Corporation  Yard, 
and  other  premises  are  inspected  regularly,  and  baiting  is 
carried  out  at  frequent  internals  at  the  Slaughter-houses, 
although  we  have  very  few  rats,  if  any,  in  these  particular 
premises* 

MAIN  CAUSES  OF  INFESTATION 

The  main  causes  of  infestation  as  far  as  this  area 
was  concerned  were  the  insanitary  conditions  of  hen  pens  and 
people  keeping  hens  in  the  rear  of  premises,  who  were  not  too 
particular  in  cleaning  up  the  waste  food  after  the  hens  had 
been  fed.  Also  we  had  some  trouble  in  connection  with  pig 
keepers  in  Murton  Village,  owing  to  the  accumulation  of  wood, 
bricks  and  other  debris.  Baled  straw  and  the  roots  from  bean 
stacks  being  left  in  heaps  and  not  burned  immediately  provided 
ideal  nests  for  infest ation. 

Mice  infestation  was  found  generally  in  dwelling 
houses  and  shops,  due  in  the  latter  case,  to  there  being  access 
to  food  packed  on  the  floors  and  on  low  shelves. 

Poisoning. 

The  use  of  ^Warfarin®  in  the  majority  of  oases  was 
a  great  success.  Mixtures  of  a  suitable  oatmeal  were  used 
also  and  good  results  obtained.  Occasionally  the  bait  was 
changed  and  Zinc  Phosphide  was  used  with  every  success. 

Other  Methods  -  Trapping. 

The  wire  cage  traps  were  used  and  break  neck  traps 
occasionally,  but  we  were  so  successful  with  ^Warfarin*  that 
it  was  only  necessary  to  use  thea©  rarely. 


Include  under  this  heading  properties  infested  with  both  rats  and  mice. 
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PestructiorLo 

According  to  the  usual  Formula,  the  estimated  kill 
of  rats  in  connection  with  old  buildings,  household  and  trade, 
was  639* 


In  our  rat  treatment  of  sewers,  92  rats  were  killed, 
102  rats  were  destroyed  at  the  Refuse  Tips,  salvage  huts  and 
the  Slaughter-houses*  In  some  of  the  cases  with  reference  to 
the  Refuse  Tips,  the  presence  of  rats  was  caused  by  the  ad¬ 
joining  Farmer  stacking  his  straw,  thus  providing  a  good  harbour 
for  rat  breeding. 

Johnson*s  yard  was  fairly  well  cleared  and  only  5 
rats  were  killed,  their  bodies  being  founds 

In  addition  to  the  rats,  a  total  of  412  mice  were 
destroyed,  the  number  of  bodies  actually  found  was  117,  and 
these  were  burned.  Fuller  details  will  be  found  on  Pages  98 
and  99« 

Cost  of  Sewer  Baiting. 

The  total  cost  involved  in  carrying  out  the  sewer 
baiting  was  £37.11-  0. ,  of  which  £18,15*  6,  was  recoverable  by 
the  Council  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

INSPECTION  OF  PIGGERIES. 

*  'i 

The  premises  at  Hurt  on,  which  are  used  as  a  piggery, 
were  extended  without  Licence,  and  the  owner  was  reported  to 
the  Borough  Engineer.  He  was  also  in  trouble  with  the  Town 
Planning  Authority.  This  place  has  reached  its  limit  and  under 
no  circumstances  should  the  premises  be  extended. 

Complaints  were  received  from  the  Robin  Hood  Inn, 
also  houses  in  the  village,  regarding  an  offensive  smell.  The 
owner  of  the  property  in  question  was  interviewed  on  three 
occasions,  and  severely  warned.  The  owner ? s  son  is  the  culprit 
and  very  strong  action  should  be  taken  against  him  on  any  future 
occasions,  as  he  is  breaking  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  the  Bye¬ 
laws, 

30  pigs  were  being  kept  at  the  Old  Station,  Seaton 
Sluice.  This  should  be  the  maximum  for  these  premises. 

The  total  number  of  pigs  kept  in  the  area  was  approx¬ 
imately  210. 

It  is  necessary  to  maintain  a  check  on  the  sties  to 
prevent  nuisances* 
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27  visits  were  made  and  2  Notices  were  served. 

The  manure  pits  were  kept  under  close  supervision. 
MILITARY  BUILDINGS.

The  buildings  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Military 
were  extended  and  some  permanent  brick  buildings  were  extended. 

The  refuse  was  removed  twice  per  week. 

During  the  Summer  months,  a  large  influx  of  Territorial 
Troops  entered  the  establishment  and  some  revision  of  the  sanitary 
refuse  removal  had  to  be  put  into  operation.  This  side  receives 
the  scanty  consideration  of  the  Administrative  section,  until 
they  find  themselves  inundated  with  overflowing  garbage  bins. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SIMILAR  STRUCTURES,, 

The  trailer  site  at  Red  House  Farm  was  occupied  all 
the  year  round.  Some  improvements  were  carried  out  during  the 
year.  The  water  supply  tap  was  placed  just  inside  the  field 
and  two  washing  basins  were  installed. 

To  ray  mind,  the  drainage  of  this  site  is  overtaxed 
and  improvements  must  be  made  to  the  lavatory  accommodation, 
especially  the  Gentlemen’s  side.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it 
is  desirable  for  the  complete  remodelling  of  the  washing  ac¬ 
commodation  on  this  site. 

The  Occupier  of  the  site  is  receiving  a  good  rental 
and  the  Coloration  should  insist  on  these  improvements  when 
considering  his  further  application  in  the  Stammer . 

The  trailer  site  owned  by  the  Council  at  Old  Hartley 
was  well  patronised  during  1954®  The  toilets  were  maintained 
in  a  clean  condition  throughout  the  year  and  were  washed  and 
disinfected  daily. 

Most  of  the  trailers  have  Elsan  Closets  and  a  special 
disposal  chamber  is  provided  with  a  special  tap  flasher. 

The  land  at  the  rear  of  the  Cemetery  ground  was  let 
to  Scottish  Boys’  Clubs,  Scouts  and  Members  of  the  Boys’  Brigade. 
Once  again,  it  was  necessary  to  loan  them  ashbins.  I  would 
suggest,  in  future,  when  such  ground  is  let,  a  proviso  should 
be  inserted  in  the  Conditions  that  the  lessees  must  provide 
ashbins  with  proper  covers,  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  must 
satisfy  the  Health  Officers,  in  order  to  prevent  any  possible 
outbreak  of  disease.

A  te  lip  or  ary  Licence  was  granted  for  a  trailer  to 
stand  in  the  stackyard  of  Newsteads  Farm.  All  sanitary 
facilities  were  available  and  the  trailer  removed  after  a 
three  months*  stay* 

It  was  necessary  to  move  eight  tents  from  the  Links 
and  St.  Mary*s  Island  site.  The  occupiers  these  tents  were 
visitors  from  Scotland,  and  accommodation  was *" found  for  them 
in  a  field  at  Red  House  Farm*  It  is  understood  that  warning 
notices  are  to  be  erected  to  prevent  promiscuous  camping  in 
future. 


71  visits  were  made  to  trailers  and  it  was  necessary 
to  serve  8  Notices. 

The  Law  in  regard  to  Caurping  Grounds  is  in  need  of

YOUNG  PERSONS*  mfPLOHENT  ACT,  1958,  SCHEDULE* 

Numerous  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the 
administration  of  the  Shops*  Act,  1950,  and  th©  Employment  of 
Young  Persons*  Act,  1938.  The  duties,  which  include  the 
closing  of  shops  in  the  evening  and  on  Sundays,  are  delegated 
and  carried  out  by  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Informal  action  in  the  majority  of  cases  secured 
pronpt  attention  in  relation  to  the  need  for  new  Forms,  ap¬ 
pertaining  to  assistants*  half  holiday,  hours  of  employment  of 
young  persons,  and  seats  for  shops  assistants* 

A  survey  was  carried  out  in  the  Summer  in  connection 
with  assistants  working  in  shops  on  the  Central  Lower  Promenade. 
Two  shopkeepers  were  warned  for  enploying  a  young  person  over 
the  hours*  In  another  case,  the  shopkeeper  was  advised  to 
allow  the  assistant  holiday  for  working  on  Sundays a 

Welfare  Arrangements. 

To  ensure  the  welfare  of  the  employees,  continual 
inspections  are  made  to  inspect  ventilation,  lighting  (both 
natural  and  artificial),  facilities  for  taking  meals,  lavatory 
accommodation  and  the  provision  of  hot  and  cold  water. 

Certain  difficulties  have  been  encountered,  but  these 
are  being  overcome. 

The  various  commodities  on  sale  in  the  Cinema  foyers 
have  received  also  the  attention  of  your  Inspector.

open  on  that  day.  The  Schedule  also  contained  details  of  the 
Act  appertaining  thereto* 

Pish  and  Chip  shops  were  visited  to  ascertain  if  any 
breaches  of  the  Law  were  being  committed,  and  new  shopkeepers 
were  advised* 

There  were  no  application  for  exemption  from  compulsory 
closing  on  Sundays*  In  connection  with  members  of  the  Jewish 
faith,  who  observe  the  Jewish  Sabbath,  the  provision  is  made 
under  Section  53  of  the  Shops*  Act,  1950* 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was 
2,518,  and  40  Notices  were  served* 

The  suggestions  of  the  Herne  Office  in  respect  of 
dealing  with  health,  welfare  and  the  safety  of  non-industrial 
workers,  involving  the  advent  of  new  legislation  and  amendments 
to  the  Shops*  Act,  have  now  been  implemented*  When  these 
proposals  become  an  accomplished  fact,  they  will  entail  con¬ 
siderable  expansion  of  the  Local  Authority  and  its  Sanitary 
Officers.
